The computer printout presents an image of a man holding a woman's head back and 
placing a knife at her throat. The publication promotes and supports an activity 
specified under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act) in that it depicts the use of violence or coercion to compel any person to 
submit to sexual conduct, deeming the publication objectionable. 

This classification places a restriction on the freedom of expression outlined in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The result of the publication falling within the criteria 
of s3(2) of the FVPC Act is prescribed by law, in accord with Parliament's intention that 
publications to which s3(2) criteria apply should be banned so as to prevent injury to 
the public good.
